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Labor Leader Takes Hand 


In Warfare of New 
York's Building Trades, 
And Decries the Rival 
Unions-Endorses Plans 
Of Employers* Associ- 
ation.

New York, Oct. f4. —Samuel Com- 


pers, president of American Federa- 
tion of Laboir, and James Duncan, sec 
retary, have addressed a letter to the 
building trades unions of this city in 
which they favor arbitration to settle 
existing disputes. 


They recommend that the unions 


agree to the plan of arbitration of the 
Employers' association. This action, 
which comes after Mr. Gompers' In- 
vestigation of the labor situation In 
this city, is considered a defeat for' 
the building trades unions, which 
have refused to sign the plan of arbi- 
tration. It is also recommended that 
the unions which have signed the 
agreement insist upon the disband- 
ment of such organizations which 
have been instituted recently as rivals 
to the previously existing unions of 
the trade. Mr. Gompers also recom- 
mends that the unions be lenient with 
the members of the rival organiza- 
tions and afford them an opportunity 
to join the union ranks. 


Against Sympathetic Strikes. 


Although seeing flaws in the plan of 


arbitration as submitted by the em- 
ployers, Mr. Gompers approves of It 
on the whole, particularly in its elimi- 
nation of the purely sympathetic 
Strikes. After reviewing the troubles 
In the building industry the letter 
says in part: "It is evident that quite 
apart from either the justness or in- 
justice of some sympathetic strikes, 
that weapon has been brought Into 
play to such extremes, at other times 
for-entirely insufficient reasons, that 
its advocates now deprecate Its use. 
It is therefore not unnatural that a 
reaction has set in and that the opinion 
prevails that all differences in dis- 
putes between employers and work- 
men can or must be adjusted by arbi- 
tration. 


Plan Is Imperfect. 


"We have carefully examined the 


'plan of arbitration' agreed upon by 
Borne unions and the employing build- 
ers' association, and are persuaded 
that a misapprehension exists In the 
-aiSnds of the members of those unions 
which have refused to agree to its 
terms. The plan provides for union 
establishment., the maintenance of 
•wages and hours of labor, and elimi- 
nates the purely sympathetic strike. 
We are equally convinced that the 
plan is by no means perfect, and that 
many changes are essential, particu- 
larly in the manner of arbitration and 
the period of time within which the 
Investigations are to occur and the 
awards are to be considered. These, 
however, ought not to be difficult ob- 
stacles to overcome" 


No Discrimination Allowed. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 14.—Information 


has come to the national officers of 
the United Mine Workers of dissatis- 
faction among negro miners in the 
southern part of Indiana, who claim 
there has been discrimination against 
them. Three negroes at Linton began 
a movement to seek redress against 
the alleged disfavor in which they are 
held and presented their case to the 
officials of their organization at Terre 
Haute 
Secretary Wilson of the Unit- 


ed Mine Workers said: "Our constitu- 
tion expressly, prohibits discrimina- 
tion against any man on account of 
race, color or creed, and the negro Is 
always to be given a fair show with 
the white man."

Washington, Oct 14.—The United 


States naval observatory made obser- 
vations of the extraordinary group of 
solar spots now visible on the sun, the 
largest group discovered in the last 
decade. The observations are under 
the direction of George H. Peters, who 
made the following statement: "The 
enormous group was again observed 
with a photo-heliograph. The individ- 
tal spots comprising the* group have 
become less numerous, some of the 
smaller 
spots having consolidated 


with others 
The group consists of 


about nine spots in all, and now shows 
Indications of condensing into two 
principal spots of groups somewhat 
separated. The total length of the 
disturbed region was 172,000 miles, 
with a width of about 59.000 miles, the 
aggregate length of the principals be- 
ing 123.000

emphatic language of the Caldweli 
Journal ia the growing sentiment of 
the people of Ohio aa fast aa they find 
out Jttit the taxation that Johnson's 
false cry of "just taxation" actually 
means for them. Its real purpose has 
been enveloped in a cloud of words, 
but there has been a most conspicuous 
lack of any precise statement of the 
Johnson program. This of itself is 
enough to condemn it to every judi- 
elous mind. Mere fine words will not 
answer, where ajl of the most pre- 
cious property rights of every home 
owner in town and country alike, are 
imperiled. 


That this peril is Imminent and un- 


mistakable, is made plain by the state- 
ment of the Johnson program 
from 


those best qualified to speak on the 
subject 
While Johnson's 
platform 


says nothing this year about the sin- 
gle land tax, although written by the 
editor of the single land tax organ at 
Chicago, brought to Ohio by Johnson 
to help his campaign, yet it is only 
cowardice that keeps out of the plat- 
form actual mention of the subject 
that underlies the document, and is its 
vital spirit With 
equal cowardice 


Johnson himself has never dared to 
say single tax in this campaign thus 
far, although last year he repeatedly 
referred to it as his most precious 
principle, as the sovereign remedy for 
all political ills. Why should so great 
a thing, in fact the greatest thing in 
political affairs one short year ago, ac- 
cording to Johnson, be shoved into 
the background by Johnson? 


And yet all is not silence on the 


subject. Johnson's political preacher 
at Cincinnati had a sermon about it, 
that was really a stump speech, the 
other Sunday, showing what he called 
the success of the scheme. Other men 
hired by Johnson, or someone for him, 
have been operating all over the state, 
like soap sellers and street fakers, ped- 
dling single tax doctrine, and trying 
to manutacture votes 
for Johnson. 


There has been some campaigning, 
too, of the kind that was used against 
McKinley when he was given the de- 
feat for congress that nominated him 
for governor and president. Holmes 
county in that campaign was over-run 
with glib talkers with a pack of lies 
about McKinley. that cost him enough 
votes to cause his defeat. These men 
had various pretenses of occupation, 
but their real business was to defeat 
McKinley. 


Thus this year Johnson emissaries 


are reported as surreptitiously scatter- 
ing over the state with false stories 
about the single tax. One misstatement 
that has been woiked because of its 
plausibility, while untrue, is that the 
single tax means only that the double 
tax of both land and 
the mortgage 


upon it required by the Ohio constitu- 
tion would be taken off by Tom John- 
son. Every one agreed to this long 
before Johnson was heard of in Ohio, 
but the puzzle has been how to do it 
with the constitution as it is, or how 
to change the 
constitution 
safely. 


This, though, is not the single tax that 
Johnson has talked about. The nature 
of that is clearly shown In the adopt- 
ed.official statement of the single tax 
principle by its advocates, as accred- 
ited to Henry George himself as fol- 
lows: 


"We assure that no tax should be 


levied on the products of labor. We 
are In favor of raising all public rev- 
enues for National, State, County and 
Municipal purposes by a single tax 
upon land values, irrespective of im- 
provements and all the obligations of 
all forms of direct and indirect taxa- 
tion. The single tax can be instituted 
by the single and easy way of abolish- 
ing, one after another, all other taxes 
now levied, and commensurately In- 
creasing the tax on land values until j 
we draw upon that one source for all 
expenses of government, the revenue 
being divided between local govern- 
ments, state government and the gen- 
eral government. In assessment un- 
der the single tax all valuaes created 
by Individual 
use or improvement 


would be excluded, and the only value 
taken into consideration would be the 
value attaching to the bare land." 


Every property owner can see for 


himself how he likes such a program, 
but. evenv this is not allot it 
Thi- 


offlcral declaration 
makes 
perfectly 


plain that land alone, and nothing but 
land, is to pay every penny of expense 
in the cost of government from the 
entire United States down to the road 
districts, and that every dollar of the 
immense investments in stocks and 
bonds, and so on. such aa make up mil 
of Tom Johnson's millions on which 
he dodgea taxes, is to be absolutely 
exempt from any kind of tax. Thia 
makes plain, too, that every improve- 
ment upon the land it to escape taxa- 
tion. 


One point that it doea not state to 


Henry George's repeated declaration 
that all these taxes upon land are to 
he made so heavy as to take away the 
hind entirely from its owners, becauae 
all private ownership is nothing but 
lobbery, as he_calls it This ia to be 
done so' that the' state shall own all 
the land forever, and use all its rev- 
enue for society. 


This is pure socialism, and no John- 


son denial can make it anything but 
socialism. To vote for Johnson is to 
rote for it. He declares he don't want 
your vote If you don't believe with 
him. Don't give It to him. then, but 
bury him and his schemes in the same 
grave.

thriving condition. The 
writer, 


with a few others, got up an enter- 
tainment. We concluded to send four 
tickets to each local under the juris- 
diction of the A. A. On Feb. 16, 1897, 
1 sent out 145. Seventy-five came back, 
14 contained $1.

Sorry to say, our lodge 
instructed me to return them to >ou 
from the fact that our null has not 
averaged more than one day and a 
half or two a week for the last five 
months. 1 can assure you that it has 
been the greatest effort on my part to

This shows the Democratic way of 


solving the complaints of unionism.

square miles. 


A hundred years ago.

brake points out. the expectation was 
that the gifts of land would in time 
support the entire system of "school, 
academies, colleges and universities." 


"If so, their foresight was no good," 


he says, "for as early as 1821 the gen- 
eral assembly enacted a law author- 
izing a school tax." 


During 1902 there were 82:5.044 dif- 


ferent pupils enrolled in the elemen- 


tary and 58,511 in the high schools 
of the state. The value of the school

schools was $41..,03,;«, as 
against 


*o,«. , 08 used ior n.gh school pur- 
jwscs. 


Mr. Bonebrake gives a faithful his- 


tory of the growth of high schools, 
academics, colleges and universities 
Ho also points to phenomenal success 
of the normal school system in its 
less than two years' existence. 


In conclusion Mr. Uonebrake says: 


"The school system, however, is not 
perfect. Its benign influences are not 
every where or always accepted. 


"At the very heart and core the 


system is truly American, ft is for 
all. 
It is adjustable. Its keynote is 


spontaneity. The people in the be- 
ginning were its responsible authors; 
they are now responsible, they ever 
will be. 


"My earnest hope is that in the 


years to come the system may, in a 
larger and broader way, become even 
more efficient 
and 
purposeful,

epidemic of typhoid fever that at pres- 
ent seems to prevail along Fourth 
street? is the query that is confront- 
ing many of the medical profession 
of Coshocton. 


In the last few days, there have 


been a number of cases of the malady 
reported, the more recent of which 
are the two Misses Patton, a child 
of Ernest Eckert. and others. 
The 


sickness has 
made its appearance 


since the excavation began for the 
paving of the street. 


It is an established fact that in the 


past typhoid has followed the furrow 
of plowed-up streets, the escapement 
of the gases of the soil seeming to 
waft the Disease along. While no an- 
xiety is felt, yet it is an interesting 
phenomena to note that the disease 
has made its appearance along with 
the turning up of the soil. 


Another prevailing disease, not con- 


fined to any up-plowed street, is scar- 
let fever. 
According to one of the 


prominent physicians of the city, scar- 
lei fever is spreading rapidly and by 
many physicians is being treated as 
measles. He declares that the major- 
ity of the alleged cases of measles 
in the oity are in fact a mild form 
of scarlet fever. 


"The fall of the year is always the 


time of a spread of disease" remarked 
the physician quoted, "largely due to 
the fact that children 
assemble 
in 


school and the germs and infection 
are thus carried 
and 
distributed. 


There is nothing alarming in 
the 


present instance, and so far as I know 
every case is well in hand. But it is 
.true that many 
of 
the 
cases 
of 


measles' are scarlet fever."
